God’s greatest gift to the world is 
a baby. He puts the care of it into 
the hands of the parents. It is their 
duty to prepare themselves for this 
responsibility. Hundreds of little 
lives are sacrificed every year, that 
intelligent care Would have saved. 
Careful attention must be given to 
the health of the baby if serious 
trouble is to be avoided during the 
summer. At this season of the 
year, proper clothing and protection 
against sudden changes in tempera¬ 
ture are/points of the utmost import¬ 
ance in the conservation of child life. 
During the months of August and 
September the baby’s life may be 
truely said to be in the hands of its 
mother. , How the baby comes 
through the hot months largely de¬ 
pends on the care it receives,,-The 
breast fe<£ baby has at least a six 
times better chance for its life than 
a bottle fed baby. Diarrhea and en¬ 
teritis, the most-frequent cause of in 
fant deaths during the he^ months, 
are rare among breast fed children. 
Breast feeding is the most import¬ 
ant and the most effective preventive 
measure we have. A baby should 
never be taken off the breast except 
on the advice of a physician. The 
next best food for the baby is cow’s 
milk. The baby’s milk should be 
pasteurized. It is most important 
that the milk should be kept cold, on 
ice if possible. The advice of the 
physician should be obtained as to 
the proportion of milk, water and 
sugar to be used in preparing the 
feedings. All drinking water for in¬ 
fants under one year should-be boil¬ 
ed for one minute. During the hot 
months it is important to adapt the 
baby’s clothing to changes in tem¬ 
perature. Very hot days in Western 
Canada are.usually followed by cool 
nights. Baby must be vlothed to 
meet these sudden changes. Sum¬ 
mer diarrhea is responsible for a 
high mortalitp among infants every 
summer. This condition is prevent¬ 
able. If diarrhea develops however 
mild, stop all food at once. Give 
castor oil and jcool plain boiled wa¬ 
ter, consult a doctor. A baby is 
bathed every day and in very warm 
days sponging with water in which 
has been placed baking soda (one 
teaspoonful to the pint) will add to 
baby's comfort. Literature on care 
of the baby can be had from the Red 
Cross Society, 408 Civic Building, 
Edmonton, Alta.

SPLENDID^ YEARS 

A cycle of prosperous years are 
facing the livestock industry of West 
em Canada in the opinion of ranch¬ 
ers close to the situation here and in 
the great world markets. Cattle, for 
example, are fetching almost double 
what they were turned off for three 
years ago and hogs are going to be 
higher. Lambs and mutton are also 
strong and good, heavy, Well-broken, 
horses sell without difficulty. 

A survey of the agricultural sit¬ 
uation in the United States indicates 
that there is a big shortage of beef 
cattle making the Chicago market so 
strong in fact that Canadian produc¬ 
ers find it profitable to ship there de¬ 
spite the two cents per pound duty 
imposed on fat cattle. Stocker and 
feeder cattle from the Canadian prai¬ 
ries are also wanted in the middle 
west and it would be no surprise to 
see a special revision made in the 
tariff to encourage a freer movement 
of feeder stock to the States. 

The com crop in the U. S. this 
season is a bumper one 1 * which means 
that feeder pigs will be wanted to 
absorb the excess stocks of corn. 
Canadian growers who have young 
pigs for sale ought to cash in on this 
stimulated demand across the line. 

Few Canadian cattle are now go¬ 
ing to the United Kingdom as prices 
there are depressed. In contrast, 
cattle exports from Alberta to the 
United States this year show an enor 
mous increase. Four times as many 
cattle have been shipped across the 
line this year as last during the quar 
ter ending June 30, figures released 
by the U.S. consular agency-at Cal- 
gary disclose. In 1927 the number 
was 3,007 valued at $97,328 whereas 
during the quarter njentioned the 
number was 12,172,valued at $140,183

WHEATj>OOL 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has issued 
the following statement with refer¬ 
ence to rumors concerning the organ¬ 
ization which have been in circulation 
in many newspapers for the past few 
weeks: 

“Statements emanating from var¬ 
ious sources to the effect that the 
Wheat Pool has an enormous carry¬ 
over from the 1?27 crop, and is in a 
“blue funk” because of the large vol¬ 
ume of new crop to be delivered with¬ 
in the 'next few months are ridicu¬ 
lously inaccurate. Neither is the 
Wheat Pool thinking of running to 
cover under the protecting wing of 
the Government. 

The estimates of the Wheat Pool 
carry-over have been placed in cer¬ 
tain newspapers as that of anything 
up to 70,000,000 bushels. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact the Wheat Pool carry-over 
this year will not be any larger than 
that of last year and possibly less. 

It is true that the Canadian wheat 
crop will be large this year, but such 
ridiculous climates as that of 700,- 
000,000 bushels which was recently 
wired from Winnipeg to Chicago are 
entirely uncalled for and do a great 
deal of damage. As a matter of fact 
the crop may not exceed that of last 
; year and Outrageous estimates only 
! tend to lower prices, 
j The Pool handled last year’s crop 
in spite of the damaged condition of 
! as large percentage* of it, in a cap- 
1 able and efficient way. Pool mem¬ 
bers can rest assured that their or¬ 
ganization is functioning smoothly, 
and that they will get the very best 
average price obtainable for theif 
wheat. There is no reason for mem- 
i bers becoming panicky. 

The Wheat Pool is entering their 
second contract period in very con- 
| siderable strength. Undoubtedly the 
! membership will be increased very 
rapidly during the next few months.

SOW THISTLE 

“The perennial sow thistle is the 
greatest menace to prosperity in 
Western Canada today. It has driven 
the farmers off their farms in parts 
of Manitoba. The same will happen 
here unless immediate steps are tak¬ 
en to control it.” 

Such are a few of the statements 
contained in a poster published by 
the provincial department of agricul¬ 
ture, calling the farmers’ attention to 
the fact that this weed should be 
eradicated before it has the slightest 
chance to establis itself in Alberta. 
Two maps are shown on the poster, 
one showing where the weed had its 
start in 1900 in the south-eastern 
| part of Manitoba and the second 
showing the alarming Increase in in¬ 
fested areas by 1928. 

A warning statement issued by the 
Manitoba weed commission is also 
contained on this matter to the effect 
that the thistle is spreading in all di¬ 
rections at the rate of 20 miles per 
year. 

“The sow thistle is the worst thing 
that 1 have encountered in my agri¬ 
cultural expeirence,” declared Pro¬ 
fessor W. L. Carlyle, manager of the 
Prince of Wales’ ranch. Professor 
Carlyle, who has recently returned 
from a trip to the east, told the 
press that the farmers in the badly 
infested districts of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan are desperate in their 
tfforts to rid their lands of the men¬ 
ace and they are spending thousands 
of dollars in this direction. 

So serious is the situation in Mani¬ 
toba considered that,' acco rding to 
Mr. Carlyle, the government has 
passed a regulation that the road¬ 
sides must be plowed up where this 
weed puts in an appearance. South¬ 
eastern Manitoba seems to be the 
principal sufferer from this noxious 
weed, but parts of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta are slowly but surely 
being invaded by the crop killer. 

“Now is the time to get after this 
plant,” continued Mr. Carlyle, “and 
don’t be satisfied with cutting it 
Jown. Pull it up, for it is a peren¬ 
nial and will only reappear next year 
if it is not • done away with by the 
roots.” He then went on to say that 
nothing would grow where (the sow 
thistle was, and told of fields that 
he had seen that had been practical¬ 
ly devastated by the effects of the- 
plant. Mr. Carlyle also told of a 
quarter section farm that under nor¬ 
mal conditions was splendid, but, due 
to the inroads made by the thistle, 
the land had been sold for $800. 

In giving an example of the ser¬ 
ious manner in which farmers, both¬ 
ered with the weed, treated the situ¬ 
ation, Professor Carlyle related a 
conversation he had held with a Sas¬ 
katchewan farmer, 72 years of age, 
who had been located for more than 
46 years on the same section and a 
half of land. This farmer stated, 
according to Mr. Carlyle: “If I had 
any assurance that Alberta would be 
free from the sow thistle I would 
sell out and move up there.” 

In giving a history of this peren¬ 
nial plant in Canada, it is stated on 
the poster that it was discovered in 
the Hanover municipality, Manitoba, 
where it i^as brought by Mennonites 
settlers- from Russia in about the 
year 1887. Today, Manitoba is badly 
infested and it has also gained a 
foothold in Western Ontario, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta. The estima¬ 
ted loss in Manitoba, due directly or 
indirectly to this weed, was over 
$30,000,000 last year, it is further 
stated. 

It is also declared on this warning 
sign that the government, towns and 
municipalities realize the seriousness 
of the situation and are working to¬ 
gether in a vigorous camaign to ac¬ 
quaint people with the approaching 
danger of this menace. However, if 
the co-operation of all is not secured 
at once, in ten or twenty years’ time 
it will be too late to do anything and 
a general infestation of the country 
will cost millions of dollars, authori¬ 
ties state. 

In order that persons unfamiliar 
with the plant will recognize it when 
they see it, the provincial govern¬ 
ment ’••is having a number of them 
potted and placed in prominent 
places. It will then become the duty 
of every individual to familiarize 
himself with the specimens exhibited 
and then wherever the thistle is 
found report it to the proper authori¬ 
ties. According to the Noxious Weed 
Act, the perennial sow thistle is in a 
class by itself and must be destroyed 
regardless of cost. 

Four methods of eradication are 
given in detail on the poster and 
these include cultivation, digging out 
the roots, oiling, and hoeing. All of 
these methods are emphatic in their 
instructions not to let a sinc^ plant 
ever appear above the surface of the 
ground. 

According to the government field 
supervisor of weed control, the sow 
thistle occurs in towns and cities, in 
vacant lots, on refuse dumps, inlum¬ 
ber yards, in railway yards, in gar¬ 
dens, around stations, elevators and 
loading platforms. In 1913 the plant 
was reported at one place only, a 
short distance east of Medicine Hat, 
but now it is found in almost every 
district in the province. 

The danger of the weed in Alberta 
is *pointed out by authorities in that 
it is carried for miles bj; our high 
winds and then infests clean areas. 
Further, it thrives well in the fertile 
soil of this province. 

The trouble with the sun the past 
few weeks is that it is not prodigal 
enough.

In Nova Scotia the traffic law 
crossings must not travel faster than 
fifteen miles per hour, while their 
speed limit otherwise is 35 miles per 
hour.
